TEXAN STANDS BY HIS REMARK 


Two Mien Glare at Each Other as They

CUBAN QUESTION UNDER DISCUSSION 


Democrat and Republican Pit Their 
Words Against Each Other on 
the Floor of the House. 
Show Their Temper 
Plainly. 


Washington. January %.—Speaker Reed, 
from the rastrum of the house, and Mr. 
Bailey, leader of the democrats, from his 
place on the floor, glared at each other 
at the close of the Cuban debate today 
and joined an issue of veracity. This sen- 
sational episode compietely overshadowed 
the interest in the Cuban debate, which 
has continued urfinterruptedly in the house 
for three days, during the consideration of 
the diplomatic and consular appropriation 
bill. 

Yesterday notice was given by Mr. Wil- 
liams, democrat, of Mississippi, that at 
the conclusion of the debate today a 
motion would be made to recommit the 
bill with instructions. Today when the 
motion was made by Mr. Bailey it was 
ruled out of order by the speaker. 

Mr. Bailey thereupon startled the house 
by affirming that he hed had a private 
understanding with the speaker by which 
a vote should be taken directly on the mo- 
tion to recommit. This the speaker em- 
phatically. denied and these two leaders of 
their respective parties in the house. with 
white faces and voices shaken by emotion, 
Set their statements against each other’s 
while the galleries looked on in breathless 
amazement and the members were in an 
uproar. Mr. Smith, of Michigan, who said 
he was present, corroborated the speaker's

ers position was that an appeal was taken 
from Iris decision and by a strict party 
vote it was laid on the table—i68 to 114

But one thing is cear, and that is the fact 
that perfect sympathy exists between the 
democrats and the bolting republicans in 
the Baltimore city delegation. This Was 
clearly shown when, after the second bal- 
lot, an attempt was made to adjourn the 
joint convention until tomorrow. The dem- 
ocrats and the bolters voted solidly against 
the motion and defeated it. Another fact 
is that the “eleven” are seemingly strong- 


er than ever and are fully under the con- 


trol of their leader. , 

There is no doubt whatever that the 
democratic contingent stands ready to cast 
its ballot for a republican.

Washington, January 20.—(Special.)—Con- 

gressman Livingston has sent the following 

reply to Tom Felder’s last letter: 


“Hon. Thomas B. Felder, Jr., Atlanta, 
Ga.—Dear Sir: Yours of the 17th instant 
is received. In reply to your former letter, 
challenging me to a joint debate, I did not 
intend to be either ‘equivocal or hedging.’ 
I only intended the common couriesies to 
Mr. Branan and Mr. Blackburn that I 
thought due them as honorable, straight- 
forward democrats, with the same right 
as you to aspire to represent the people of 
the district in congress and to save the 
necessity of going over the district several 
times in joint debate with each of the can- 
didates, which would manifestly be an un- 
warranted hardship upon me and a heavy 
tax uwpon the democratic voters of the dis- 
trict in calling them away from their busi- 
ness to attend the debates.

VEST CALLS UP THE 
TELLER RESOLUTION 


Republicans Oppose Consideration of the 
Question at Present. 


THE DEMOCRATS WIN EASILY 


Missouri Senator Shows That McKin- 
ley Voted for Measure Years Ago. 


WILL BE BROUGHT UP AGAIN TODAY 


After Winning by a Good Vote the 
Missourian Permits the Matter 
To Go Over a Day. 


Washington, D. C., January 20.—(Special.) 
Silver’s control of the senate was again 
demonstrated today on a direct vote whicn 
was an unequivocal test of the feeling of 
s2nators on the question. 

When Senator Vest, in accordance with 
the notice he gave yesterday, called up the 
Stanley Mateéhews resolution and moved the 
consideration. the gold men_made an effort 
to defeat this by moving an executive 
session. 

The WUnes were clearly drawn. On the 
one side were the gold men; on the other 
those strongly for silver and some who are 
inclined that way. 

The result was the defeat of the motion 
by Mr. Lodge for executive session by a 
vote of 27 yeas to 39 nays. 

Then. on Mr. Vest’s direct motion that 
the resolutions, favorably repurted by the 
finance committee, be taken up for con- 
sideration, the vote was 41 yeas to 20 nays. 
The details of the vote were: 

This means that the silver resolutions 
now have the right of way as the un- 
finished business of the senate. 

The resolutions will be the pending busi- 
ness until disposed of. In the end, they 
will be adopted by the senate, and the gold 
clique will be shown that the senate stands 
it the way of its Gage and Edmunds 
schemes. 

The resolution provides: 

“That all bonds of the United States 
issued or authorized to be issued under the 
said acts of congress hereinbefore recited 
are payable, principal and interest, at the 
option of the government of the United 
States, in silver dollars of the coinage of 
the United States containing 412% grains 
each of standard silver, and that to re- 
store to its coinage such silver coins as a 
legal tender in payment of said bonds, prin- 
cipal and interest, is not in violation of 
the public faith nor in derogation of the 
rights of the public creditor.” 

Mr. Hoar objected.to the consideration of 
the resolution, but withdrew his objection 
to afford Mr. Allen opportunity to make a 
statement. 

Mr. Allen then read a statement directed 
to the president by Mrs. Roberts. She says 
that she is the widow of Edward Roberts, 
a union soldier; that she was summarily 
dismissed from the pension office for “mis- 
conduct affecting her character.” No 
charges were preferred against her pub- 
Hicly, and she claims to have been treated 
cruelly and without opportunity to vindicate 
her character.

Mr. Vest then spoke in support of the 
resolution, saying he had no desire at this 
time to thrash over the old straw of finan- 
cial discussion, but hoped to be able to 
call the senate’s attention to some reason 
why the pending resolution should be 
agreed ™ by the senate. He said that 
twenty years had passed since Stanley 
Matthews’s resolution was first put on the 
statute books, but he believed that there 
was now reason why there shouid be re- 
iteration of the resolution and the declara- 
tions contained in them. Mr. Vest main- 
tained that if the resolutions were origina!l- 
ly correct and proper they are correct and 
proper at the present time. 

“They do not in any sense,’’ said Mr. 
Vest. “involve either repudiation or dis- 
honor.” 

The senator maintained that the issue 
involving the consideration of the resoiu- 
tion has been thrust upon the senate by 
the admission and that senators were re- 
quired either to remain silent, and by their 
silence give tacit assent to the recent decla- 
rations of the secretary of the treasury in 
favor of a gold standard, those dec“arations 
being evidently indorsed by the president, or 
else to reaffirm the Stanley Matthews reso- 
lution which has been passed by the senate 
by a vote of more than two to one and by 
the house by an overwhelming majority. 

“Tt will be recalled,’’ said Mr. Vest, “that 
the present president of the United States 
was then a member of the house and voted 
for the resolution.” 

Mr. Vest held that the time had now ar- 
rived when the country must either gotoa 
gold standard or make the last and over- 
wheiming contest for the financial system 
which he belleved a great majority of the 
people were in favor of. He said he had no 
desire now to enter upon an elaborate dis- 
cussion of the pending resolution and if 
any senator on the other side of the cham- 
ber desired to speak upon the question he 
would yield to him. 

There was no response to this invitation 
to the republican s'de and Mr. Vest was 
proceeding with his remarks when Mr. 
Platt, of Connecticut. asked if it was Mr. 
Vest’s intention to press the resolution and 
to secure an immediate vote. 

“That is,”” interjected Mr. Aldrich. “‘is it 
the wirpose of the senator to endeavor to 
secure a vote upon the resolution today?’ 

“I expect,” replied Mr. Vest, “to endeavor 
ts secure a final vote upon the resolution 
whenever under the rules of tne senate a 
final vote can be reached.”’ 

The Missouri senator was proceeding 
with his remarks when the vice pres‘dent. 
the hour of 2 o’clock having arrived. laid 
before the senate the unfinished business, 
the census Dill. 

Mr. Vest moved to lay aside the un- 
finished business and to proceed with dis- 
cussion of the Teller resolution. The mo- 
tion prevailed without d'vision, the effect 
being to make the resolution the unfinished 
business. 

Mr. Vest then yielded to a suggestion of 
Mr. Aldrich that further consideration of 
the resolution be postponed unt tomorrow 
in order that those opposing might have 
opportunity to prepare for the debate. 

At 2:10 p. m..the senate went into execu- 
tive session and at 2:55 o'clock adjourned.

QUT OF ITS BANKS 


Stream Reaches Danger Poiat at Louis- 
ville This Morning. 


IS RISING VERY RAPIDLY 


In Four Hours There Was a Rise of 
Nine Inches Last Night. 


COUNTRY AROUND CITY IS OVERFLOWED 


All the Tributaries Are Bank Full and 
a Big Flood Is Generally 
Expected. 


Louisville, Ky., January %.—The Ohio 
river is expected to reach the danger point 
at this place by 5 oclock in the merning. 
The stage at 10 p. m. was twenty-two feet 
and ten inches, a rise of nine inches s'nce 
6 p. m. 

If the waters continue to rise the 
present rate until 3 o'clock tomorrow, a 
Stage of thirty feet will have been reach- 
ed.

McKinley Will Make No Movement at 
Present Time. 


CONGRESSMAN SO ASSERTS 


Member Who Is Close to the Executive 
Discusses the Matter.

WILL GIVE AUTONOMY. A CHANGE 


Government Does Not Think It Ad- 
visable To Take Any Action 
Whatever Just Now: 


Wushington, January 23.—Gentlemen in 
congress, who by reason of their position, 
should be accurately !nformed on the pol- 
icy of the administration as to Cuba, say 
this policy is in substance as follows: 

At the present moment it is felt that the 
same material conditions prevail that 
existed when the president sent his last 
message to congress. At that time it was 
stated the plan of autonomy having been 
inaugurated, it was the purpose of the ex- 
ecutive branch to.give proper time for 


this plan to be tried. The administration 


is said to entertain the same sentiments 
today. 

The autonomous plan was inaugvrated 
only three weeks ago, namely, on January 
Ist, when the autonomous cabinet took 
office, so that it is felt there has not been 


adequate time up to the present moment 


to form any fair judgment as to the merits 
of the plan as a means of ameliorating 
conditions on the island. 

The recent occurrences at Havana are 
looked upon as affording evidence of dis- 
content in the island, but whether this 
will be sufficient to overcome the plan it- 
self is not looked upon as established with 
any degree of certainty, or even approxi- 
mateness. 

In the meantime, while closely observing 
the progress of the autonomous plan, the 
administration has adopted every precau- 
tion to guard against any sudden emer- 
gencies, such as an uprising that will 
threaten American interests. This is not 
expect to occur, ‘but if it should come 
it is said the United States vessels are so 
disposed as to be in the harbor of Havana 
within six hcurs of any crisis which would 
imepril American interests. 

In order that there may be ro delay 
should emergency arise, it is said, Consul 
General Lee has been empowered to make 
direct request to the commanders of the 
warships so the vessels could start on re- 
ceipt of word from him, without the delays 
incident to having his requests pass 
througa the official routine at Washington. 
To a great extent the intelligent judgment 
as to de- 
termine if any emergency requires the 
presence of American vessels. These, how- 
ever, applies solely to the question of tu- 
mult of a critical nature and has no con- 
nection with the general question of in- 
tervention for the purpose of bringing the 
war to a close. Such a step is not under 
immediate corsideration, for, as’ already 


stated, it is predicted on the failure of the ; 


plan of autonomy, which result, it is said, 
the administration does not regard estab- 
lished by the evidence at hend up to the 
present time.

Mr. Cox, the senior member of the mi- 
nority, said this action igs equivalent to de- 
claring not to hear the silver republicans 
umler any circumstances. as they do not 
wish to appear as the advocates of any 
currency or banking bill, but to resist 
such a measure if on gold lines. Mr. Cox 
takes the view that it is ag important to 
present the opposition to the pending 
measure as it is to hear the points in its 
favor. He expresses confidence that the 
majority on the committee will recons‘der 
its action and grant a hearing to Messrs. 
Warner and Towne without condition. 

The committee devoted the afternoon to 
a discussion in detail of the provisions of 
the Walker bill. 

Secretary Gage appeared again for ex- 
amination, but turned questioner and put 
Chairman Walker through a long series of 
interrogatories. He asked if Mr. Walker 
d'd not aim in his bill to gubstantially re- 
lieve the government from a current re- 
demption of present liabilities, United 
States legal tender and treasury notes and 
from responsibility for maintaining the 
parity of silver and gold, putting the re- 
sponsibilities on the banks. 

Mr. Walker said that was the object. 
Secretary Gage thought the bill lacked 
explicitness and suggested that bankers 
do not want to assume ambiguous respon- 
sibility. 

Mr. Walker asserted the responsibility 
was absolute and proceeded to explain 
why. 

There was a long discussion on this feat- 
ure, which the secretary said puzzled him 
considerably. 

Mr. Walker, in the course of the dis- 
cussion, suggested that the bill..made al- 
lowance for the supposition that We may 
have a disaster, panic or something of the 
sort and that the exigencies of such events 
were guarded against, 

The hearing on the currency bill was 
brought to a close this afternoon ang the 
committee will meet again next Wednes- 
day to decide which of the four bills before 
it was to form the bas-s of the currency 
measure to be finally reported. ‘hese are 
known as the monetary commission, Gage, 
Walker and Fowler bills.

Alongside 
of the 10 per cent reduction of wages in 
the cotton industry had come an increase 
greater than that in the worsted industry. 
He admitted, he said, that the depression 
in the cotton indistry was unfortunate, 
but the cause was exceptional. It was 
due to the sudden and unexpected decline 
in the price of cotton. In three months 
the price had declined 30 per cent because 
the southern planters insisted upon grow- 
ing 2,000,000 bales more cotton than the 
world wanted. Almost every cotton factory 
in New England had been caught with from 
six to eight months’ supply of 8-cent man- 
ufactured cotton on their hands. In addl- 
tion to this, he pointed out the effect of 
the competition that had grown up in the 
south, where longer hours and lower wages 
were in vogue. Eventualy the south 
would come up to the northern standard, 
but temporarily present conditions gave 
the south the advantage.

‘hat standard was of bunches of brush, 
ana not of fascines as the specifications 
1equirea.”” He figured that tne Atlantic 
Contracting Company was making a pruolit 
of 90 to 1,000 per cent. ‘the rock used, he 
said, had an average specific gravity or 
96, whereas the specifications require it 
to Be 2. 4. The trend of his whole testi- 
mony was to the effect that what copies 
of the specifications and regulations were 
furnished to the assistant engineers and 
inspectors, verbal instructions were given 
him by Captain Carter to permit the use 
of materials which were of iess value than 
ahese contracted for by the government. 
The witness said he had sunk into one 
qmattress he inspected up to his waist. 

On the cross-examination, Cooper said 
he knew the orders were wrong, and yet 
he carried them out rather than lose nis 
position. He stated he had never seen a 
military fascine up to the time Captain 
Gillette came to Savannah, and the ques- 
tion was raised as to whether he could 

ow that the specifications called for mili- 
tary fascines. Five or six of his reports 
were introduced as evidence to show that 
he had made misstatements with regard to 
deductions from the contractors, and that 
he had reported that the mattresses made 
under Captain €arter were in accordance 
with the third desigy in the specifications. 
In his estimate of the cost. of mattresses 
to the contractors before the board of in- 
quiry, Cooper put in ‘“‘Lobbying the river 
and harbor bill through congress, $25,000.’ 

When examified as to that, he said he 
had been told by some of Green & Gaynor’s 
men that was what it cost, but with him 
it was only hearsay. All of his reports to 
Captain Carter referred, he said, to the 
standard of mats fixed by Captain Carter, 
and not to such as were called for in the 
specificaticrs.

VARSITY MAY GET MILLIONS. 


It Will Have To Wait Almost a Cen- 
tury Before It Gets It. 

Athens, Ga., January 20.—(Special.)—Ac- 
cording to the mathematical calculation of 
its most expert accountant the University 
of Georgia expects to be worth $10,000,000 
within ninety years from date. 

Ten years ago Professor Charles F. Me- 
Coy, who had taught in the university from 
1833 to 1840, died in Baltimore. He had in 
his possession $15,000, which he bequeathed 
to 'the University of Georgia, with the re- 
quirement that during the lifetime of cer- 
tain people specified they would have to be 
while the money would be 
kept out at interest and the interest, with 
principle, promptly re-invested. It is cal- 
culated that it will be ninety years before 
the last of these people shall have been re- 
moved, when the donation will become 
availablie. 

Mr. A. L. Hull, the president of the Unt- 
versity bank, is the ‘treasurer of the facul- 
ty, and in speaking of the increase of 
the sum made the startling declaration 
that when the money became available it 
would amount to $10,000,000. He proceeds 
to justify this statement as follows: 

“When the donation was made all of the 
persons named who will have to die before 
we can use the money were mere children, 
some being only one and two years old. 
Now. according to mortality, some of the 
peome will live to be at least seventy-five 
or eighty years of age. So it would be 100 
vears before the money could be tourhed, 
as twenty-one years would have to elapse 
before it could be used. According to my 
estimate and calculation, which I consider 
a very good one, but Which, of course, 
must be rougn, the amount of the dona- 
tion will be more than $10,000,000.

As most of 
these workmen, being skilled mechanics, 
received from $1 to $2 per day, the to- 
tal amount of loss entailed upon them 
during the year is estimated at $12,000,- 
000. Surely these figures do not repre- 
sent sound monetary conditions in Great 
Britain, to say the least. 

But the harmful results accruing from 
the labor strikes are not to be restrict- 
ed solely to the loss of wages entailed 
upon the laborers themselves. Indeed, 
the area of damage is coextensive with 
the territory of the kingdom, and in- 
cludes almost every department of trade 
and enterprise within its limits. With-

“Any disabled or indigent confederate 
soldier ,or. soldiers of the Seminole, Creek 
or Cherokee Indian war or Mexican 
war, who are residents of this state, may 
peddle or conduct busfness in any town, 
city, county. or counties thereof without 
paying license for the privilege of so doing; 
and a certificate from the ordinary of any 
county statingsthe fact of his being. such 
disabled or indfgent confederate soldier or 
soldier of the Seminole, Creek or Cherokee 
Indian war or Mexican war, who are resi- 
dents of this state, shall be sufficient proof; 
provided that this section shall not au- 
thorize peddling’ or dealing in ardent and

j Our Export Trades. | 


The report of the bureau of statistics 
has completed the record of the foreign 
‘trade of the United Staies for the year 
“1897. In 1896 our outward trade ran 
above a billion dollars for the first time 
in the history of the country, but this 
large total is exceeded by the exports 
of last year by nearly $100,000,000—ex- 
ceeding the trade of 1891 by $128,000.- 
000 and that of 1880 by $209,000,000. 

Ait the same time our imports have 
been extremely light by comparison, 
and yet the balance shect seems to be 
settled. There is no gold coming in, 

and nothing to aceount for the disap- 

pearance of the difference hetween the 
exports and the imports. Woe are ficur- 
ing as a “creditor” nation which gets 
no tangible returns for the stuff it sends 
abroads. That is another “evidence 
of prosperity.” 
If the prices we receive abroad for 
our commodities represented anv de- 
“Bree of profit, we would be able to 
rain Europe of a large part of its gold 
AS matters stand, we are pro- 


E ducing commodities at a loss, and selling 
| them abroad at prices that represent 


the interest which we have to pay 


| on our foreign indebtedness. Otherwise 
"we should be importing gold in payment 


freely stated that the 
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growing out of these recent disturb- 
ances. Says The New York paper: 

The enginecring troubles caused a con- 
siderable cutting down of railway freight 
traffic. The shipbuilding industry was al- 
most paralyzed. Shopkeepers and trades- 
men of all kinds in the affected districts 
found their businesses greatly injured. And 
as for foreign trade the official reports tell 
the story of its disaster. In the one month 
of November, according to board of trade 
reports, shipments of machinery showed a 
falling off of more than $1,000,000 from the 
same month in the preceding year. At the 
same time there was a great expansion of 
trade on the part of Great Britain’s chief 
rival, Germany, the increase in German eX- 
ports of machinery amounting, in the first 
nine months of the vear, to $2,375,000. The 
simple explanation is that British manu- 
facturers were unable to fill orders, and 
so the orders went to Germany. And it 
may be added, as British tradesmen have 
found, that business once lost to Germany 
is never regained. 

The most competent authorities estimate 
the direct loss to British industry and 
rade, to workingmen and employers to- 
gether, of the labor troubles of 1897, at not 
less than $75,000,000. That does not include 
the future losses resu'ting from the per- 
manent diversion of trade to Germany. AS 
an offset, workingmen are said to have 
gained some $750,000 in increased wages. 
No other gain to either capital or labor is 
recorded. That is to say, for every dollar 
gained $100 has been lost. That is the 
characteristic net result of a year of strikes 
and lockouts. 

While the percentage of loss entailed 
upon the industrial and commercial! in- 
terests of this country is perhaps small- 
er than the percentage represented in 
the foregoing figures, there is, neverthe- 
less, much in common between the la- 
boring men of Great Britain and the 
United States in the peculiar hardships 
to which they are both subjected ag the 
result of adverse monetary conditions. 
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“Prosperity” in New England. 


The wholesale reduction of wages in 
New England is a very costly lesson 
for the working people of that section 
to learn, but it is not a whit too costly 
if it shall result in opening their eyes 
to the sheer humbuggery of republican 
preiensions, 

In the first place, there igs the high 
tariff. The working people of that sec- 
tion have been taught to believe ever 
since they could read that all that is 
necessary to give *he country prosper- 
ity and themselves profitable wages is 
to put a prohibitive tax on the importa- 
tion of the products which they are en- 
gaged in manufacturing. Mr. MecKin- 
ley has also been taught in the same 
school, and his front porch orations 
teem with statements in regard to the 
potency of a high protective tariff. He 
declared it would open the mills to 
labor; that it would inerease the price 
of the products of the mills; that this 
increased price would enable the mills 
to pay higher wages, and that higher 
wages would enable the workingmen to 
buy more largely of the products of the 
farm, which would give a wider market 
to our agriculturists. 

This was the beautiful scheme out- 
lined by Mr. McKinley and filled in 
by Mr. Dingley. ‘The country panted 
to realize it. But, lo and behold! the 
first response to the Dingley sham was 
a reduction in the price of cotton goods, 
swiftly followed by a sweeping and 
wholesale reduction in the wages of mill 
operatives, with the result that in the 
middle of winter nearly 150,000 working- 
men and women are out of work, having 
protested against this cutting down of 
their earnings by the only way open to 
them—going on a strike. 

They have witnessed this failure of 
the tariff in a way that makes them 
keenly sensible of the result. They 
know that the mill owners rushed to 
Washington when Mr. Dingley’s ways 
and means committee was hearing man- 
ufacturers, and dictated higher duties on 
the class of goods which they manu- 
facture—prohibitive duties; and _ they 
have seen these prohibitive duties fol- 
lowed by a reduction in prices and by a 
reduction in their own wages. What 
more c¢onvineipg object lesson could 
mortal man have arranged? 

The facts are coming home with ter- 
rifie force to the leaders of the republi- 
can party, and some af them seem to be 
on the verge of a panic, as, indeed, they 
may well be. ‘The Boston Commercial 
Bulletin hysterically calls on the eot- 
ton manufacturers to get together, re- 
store wages, and agree to run On short 
time until the glut is removed. It says 
that it will be better to try this “rather 
than shake the whole business struc- 
ture of New England by an industrial 
war, which may curtail the product of 
certain mills, but is absolutely certain 
to’ breed bitter and dangerous feeling 
emong men and women who, rightly or 
wrongly, believe that manvtfacturers are 
taking unnecessarily radical action to 
cure one of the constantly recurring 
giuts of the market.” 

The Springfield Republican wants to 
know if these “constantly recurring 
giuts of the market are inevitable; and 
it points out that there has been noth- 
ing since 1893 but a series of gluts. The 
Republican asks these frequent ques- 
tions: “Is this a permanent condition 
of the industry? Is half employment-the

if not fully, equal to Atlanta herself. 

With respect to the amount of cotton 
which Rome handles annually it ap- 
pears from The Rome Tribune, one of 
the most enterprising newspapers in the 
state, that her receipts average from 
80,000 to 100,000 bales, representing in 
cash valuation from $2,500,000 to $3,500,- 
000. But her activity is not confined to 
the handling of cotton. In other de- 
partments of trade she displays the same 
vigorous and wide-awake spirit, and 
there can be no question as to the steady 
and permanent character of her growth. 
In the stability.of her banking institu- 
tions, as well as in the character of 
her business establishments generally, 
Rome is deservedly entitled to the pres- 
tige which she has lately gained among 
the cities of the state; and no one who 
will take the pains to review the ex- 
traordinary progress which she has 
made during the past few years can 
doubt that her future is one of excep- 
tional promise. 

On account of her situation at the 
confluence of the Etowah and Oostanau- 
la rivers, Rome enjoys the benefit of 
water as well as railway connections. 

While much is due to her natural 
advantages, she could never have meas- 
ured such gigantie strides as her recent 
progress clearly evinces without the har- 
monious and determined spirit of enter- 
prise which has characterized her stur- 
dy citizenship, and without disparaging 
the splendid records. which other cities 
in the state have made for themselves, 
too much credit cannot be bestowed 
upon this vigorous and wide-awake 
Georgia city. 
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Alarmed Over American Competition. 

There can be no doubt of the fact 
that great alarm exists in the public 
mind of Great Britain over the rapidly 
growing industrial prestige of the Unit- 
ed States. 

One of the most conservative of Brit- 
ish journals, The London Economist, 
accounts for the marked falling off in 
exports from that country during the 
past year on the ground that American 
competition is yearly becoming more 
dangerous to the interests of Great Brit- 
ain. While recognizing the harmful ef- 
fects of the Indian famine and other 
disturbing influences this representa- 
tive newspaper observes: 

Yet we attach more importance still to a 
new factor which has made ttself very 
manifest during the past twelve months— 
we refer to the competition of American 
iron both at home and abroad. Twelve 
months ago this competition was felt, but 
only to a limited extent, and ‘it was gen- 
erally assumed that it was due to the ex-” 
ceptional depression which was experienced 
in the United States, and that so soon as 
this had passed away prices in America 
would rise to such a point as would make 
it unprofitable to continue shipments. The 
total exports from the United States, which 
in 1896 were about 100,000 tons, are estimated 
to reach over 500,000 tons in 1897. The prin- 
cipal items are pig iron and steel rails. 
The former comes mainly from the state 
of Alabama and is shipped from-the south- 
ern ports in cotton ships. Being able to 
carry iron in addition to a full cargo of 
cotton, it is taken at a comparatively low 
rate of freight, and in this way it can be 
laid down at a price to compete with pig 
iron of British production. Steel rails have 
been shipped largely to Canada, Mexico, 
India, Australia and Japan, and have come 
into direct competition with British manuvu- 
facturers. 

What The London Economist is thus 
candid enough to admit, other discern- 
ing newspapers of Great Britain cannot 
be slow to recognize. There is no coun- 
try on the globe which can compare 
with the United States in the industrial 
strides which it has made during the 
past few years. 


“The Probabilities.’ 

The Outlook for January 15th con- 
tained the following paragraphs in an 
editorial article on the financial situa- 
tion: 

(1.) We think it wag a mistake, a serious 
mistake, to abandon a system (bimetallism) 
which worked well, and by its working 
disproved the arguments urged against it. 

(5.) The cffect of gold monometallism has 
been to lower prices and increase the value 
of debts, to strengthen the money power, 
and to concentrate it, and to make a cred- 
it system too great for the foundation on 
which it is built. 

This fell under the eyes of a Phila- 
delphian, who straightway sat himself 
down and wrote to the editor of The 
New York Evening Post, who is known 
among his contemporaries as the funeral 
director of the silver question, having 
killed and buried it not less than 450 
times during the past ten years. The 
Philadelphia man begs the editor of The 
Post to expose the fallacies underly- 
ing The Outlook’s statements, but the 
editor rebels. He says he will not 
undertake the exposure, “partly because 
we have done it so often already, and 
partly because it would not produce the 
smallest effect.” The “fallacies,” the 
editor points out are held as “a sort 
of religion, resting on faith.”’ 

This is exceedingly funny, especial- 
ly when taken in connection with the 
editor’s admission that “you have to 
content yourself with probabilities.” He 
says that he “can easily show that the 
probabilities that prices have been low- 
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According to the foregoing table our 
export cotton trade has been one of 
steady and uninterrupted growth. If 
the same rate of progress continues, it 
will not be long before American compe- 
tition succeeds in driving British cotton 
mills to the wall.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The recent death of Hon. Charles Pel- 
ham Villiers, the oldest member of the 
British house of commons, has _ called 
forth many interesting reminiscences of 
the deceased statesman. Says one of our 
leading exchanges: ‘“*Ms. Villiers was a de- 
lightful companion, and loved to describe 
the stirring scenes which he witnessed 
in the house of commons during the first 
half of the century. Among the great 
persopalities whom he knew were Can- 
ning, Melbourne, Peel, Russell, Derby, 
‘Aberdeen, Brougham, Wellington, Huskis- 
son, O'Gonnell, Hume, Grote, Roebuck, Dis- 
raeli, Cobden and Bright. Canning had 
passed away some eight years before he 
entered parliament, but the two frequent- 
ly met, Canning having been a bosom 
friend of his uncle. Mr. Villiers was in 
the Jhouse of commons at the time Dis- 
raeli, then quite a young man, made his 
historic speech, in which he said: ‘““Though 
the house wiil not listen to me now, the 
time will come when it will be compelled 
to do so.” In addition to being ‘‘Father 
of the house of commons,”” he was dlso 
*‘Father of the English bar.’’ In the earlier 
part of his career he played an active and 
often important part in public life, and 
later on he was president of the poor 
law board, and a member of Lord Palmers- 
ton’s second administration. He wag one 
of the most energetic and eloquent lead- 
ers of the anti-corn law agitation, and 
was the author of several important re- 
gorms in poor law administration. 


The Italian republic, which the pope is 
said to favor, may not be as far away 
as is commonly supposed. There is more 
discontent among the populace of Italy, 
says The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, than 
in almost any other country in Europe 
except Spain. Taxes are high, trade is 
torpid and general bankruptcy is appa- 
rently not far off. Both the weight of 
the taxes and the dullness of trade are 
attributed by many to [taly’s position in 
the present division among the powers. 
Her membership in the triple alliance 
imposes heavy expenditures on her in keep- 
ing up a large army and navy, and at 
the same time excludes her from commer- 
cial relations with France, which would 
be highly profitable to her. These woes 
are ascribed largely to the leanings of the 
royal family, and have created a popular 
unrest which might, in a crisis, endanger 
the dynasty. This year is not likely to 
be as cyclonic a time as 1848, just half a 
century ago, was in European politics, Still, 
there is a funnel-shaped cloud above the 
Austrian empire, the sky at Spain and a 
few other spots has an apple-green ‘hue, 
and Italy is in the cyclone zone. 
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The comment which The Philadelphia 
North American makes on the French army 
in connection with the charges recently 
preferred by M. Zola, is interesting. Says 
this well-informed newspaper: 

If the French people could tolerate the 
terrible satire of La Debacle they can af- 
ford to hold their peace while Zola, with 
courage thet is worthy of praise, uncovers 
the real danger that menaces France. There 
is no reason to doubt that the conviction 
of Dreyfus was a mask to cover yet greater 
crimes than that charged against Dreyfus, 
for the supineness that characterized the 
conduct of the war in 1870 on the part of 
the French army was not, as as has been 
charged, due to the empire. The whole fa- 
bric was rotten from center to circumfer- 
ence before Louis Napoleon returned to 
France. The first Napoleon exhausted the 
physical and mental resources of the people.

One negro worked one mule 
and made 16,426 pounds lint cotton, which 
is nearly thirty-three bales, weighing 500 
pounds. There is still to pick about four 
bales that cannot be picked, as the water 
is standing in the furrows. They planted 
the Fancher cotton seed, a big holl cotton 
and classed here as benders. and sold for 
Sec rer pound. Not a pound of fertilizer 
Was vsed. Messrs. Cocke and Howard have 
a large farm, eighteen miles west of here. 
wh'ch is managed by Mr. Cullen Howard. 
Both are customers of mine and are hon- 
orable gentlemen, and I know the above 
statement to be true.

‘The action of the grand jury comes as 
the result of geveral letters which At- 
torney Lawrence wrote to various buggy 
manufacturing concerns in Ohio relative to 
the Georgia Bugey Company, of this city. 
The Georgia Buggy Company was sur- 
pr.sed several weeks ego to receive a call 
irom Attorney Lawrence, who presented 
from au Ohio concern. The pre- 
claim resulted in a fight 
between Mr Heuston, of the company, 
and Attorney Lawrence. The bill which 
was presented »y the young attorney was 
paid through the benk by the company 
and a letter was recently received stating 
that the account had been placed in the 
hands of Attorney Lawrence, because the 
facts in the case were not known, The 
Ohio concern has since written, it is claim- 
ed, deciining to pay Attorney Lawrence 
any fecs. suying that he had done them 
an injustice By his acticn. 

Wher! the grand jury met yesterday 
morning the officers of the Georgia Buggy 
Company furnished several letters bear- 
ing the signature of Attorney Lawrence. 
These letters, they claimed, showed that 
ine young atiorney was guilty of barratry, 

as he asked for business as an attorney. 

The Georgia Buggy Company also show- 
vl that it was solvent and could pay all 
due accounts and all accounts yet undue. 
The company showed a number of letters 
wiriten by ils creditors, stating they were 
satisfiel that the company was in good 
condition and denying the allegations claim- 
ed by Attorney Lawrence in his letters. 

The Definition of Barratry. 

The meaning of the word barratry 
best told in the criminal code, as follows: 

“Paragraph 325. Criminal barratry is the 
offense of- frequently exciting and stirring 
suits and quarrels between individuals, 
either at law or otherwise. Any person 
who shall be found and adjudged a common 
barrator, vexing others with unjust and 
Vexatious suits, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor. 

“Paragraph 326. Any attorney at law 
who, by himself or agent, shall orally or by 
writing for a consideration afterwards to 
be charged or received, offer or tender to 
another person without solicitation, his 
services in order to institute a suit or 
represent such person in the courts of 
this state or of the United States, in the 
enforcement or collection by law of any 

_ lata, debt or demand of any such person 
against: another, and shall suggest and 
urge the bringing of such suit, or who, 
without solicitation, shall seek out and 
propose to another person to present and 
urge, 48S an attorney at law, the collec- 
tion of any claim; debt or demand of such 
person against another, for the collection 
of which said attorney shall be entitled 
to demand or receive any fee or reward, 
shall be indicted for the crime of bar- 
ratry. 

“Paragraph 327. An attorney at law 
who shall be convicted of the crime of 
barratry under either of the preceding 
sections of this article shall be punished 
as for a misdemeanor and shall also be 
disqualified from practicing his profes- 
Sion.’’ 

What Attorney Lawrence Says. 

Attorney Lawrence was seen yesterday 
in regard to the action of the grand jury. 

He stated that at present he had no 
Statement to make for publication, as he 
preferred not to talk until the matter was 
adjusted.

When the Louisville 
and Nashville declined to grant their re- 
quest the wholesale grocers organized a 
boycott against the road. They shipped 
their freight by ofher lines and did all they 
could to force the road to give them an ad- 
vantage over the small grocers who could 
not buy a whole car load of groceries at 
one time. 

After a tong boycott the railroad agreed 
to make the distinction demanded. Then 
the boycott was withdrawn. Now the com- 
mission says that the railroads must not 
advance their local rates 4 cents per 100 
pounds on grain, flour, meat and meat 
products and half a dozen other com- 
modities on which some of the roads had 
asked permission to advance the local 
rates 4 per cent per 100 pounds. 

As the situation is understood in At- 
Janta the through rates from the Ohio and 
Mississippi rivers, New Orleans and gulf 
ports and eastern cities were raised 4 cents 
per 100 pounds on the classes named. This 
was also done in Georgia and all over the 
southeastern territory last November at 
the instance of the wholesale merchants. 
They had been clamoring for the increase 
for years. 

In Georgia, however, no increase was 
made in the local rates, the railway men 
say, certainly no advance above the Geor- 
gia commission’s rates. They expect to 
show when the.

Russian Rail Contracts. 

In its anxiety to be independent of other 
countries the Russian government has re- 
quired that the railroads should order their 
rails and some other materials exclusively 
from Russian works. Strange to say, these 
works have charged uniform prices, which 
amounted to about twice the cost of foreign 
productions, unmindful of the fact that a 
very large part of these supplies must be 
bought by the government for its roads, 
and that by its guarantee of dividends it 
bears the burden of increased expenses on 
most of the private roads. Now it is said 
that the minister of transportation will 
have the orders for rails, etc., distributed 
among the several works accompanied by 
a statement of the maximum price it will 
pay, and if the works refuse to contract 
at so low a price, it will ask for and accept 
bids from foreign works.

Fish, J.—l. lt was error to allow the de- 
fendants, in an action for services alleged 
to have been rendered them in procuring a 
loan under an express contract that tney 
were to pay the plaintiff for such services 
a specified comm.ssion, to file a plea to 
the effect that the latter, at the time the 
defendants’ application for a loan was pre- 
gented to ati insurance company by which 
such ioan was made, was the agent of that 
company, whose duty as such was to 80- 
Leit applications for insurance therein, 
that the rules of such company forbade 
its agents to take or receive commissions 
for services in procuring loans from the 
company, other than tneir commissions 
on-the premiums upon the insurance taken,

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City Council Held a Caucus Yesterday 
Afternoon. 


WAS A CLASH OF THE CLANS 


Over Two Hours Spent in Argument 
Without Agreement. 


THERE WILL BE A HOT SESSION TODAY 


Councilman Thomson Called Caucus 
and Waged Fierce War Against 
the Courthouse Plan. 


OUNCILMAN THOMSON yesterday 
morning issued a call for a gecret 
conference of council members, and 
the meeting was held yesterday after- 
noon. 

It Was a caucus held with the view of 
wrriving at some settlement ofthe finance 
committee’s report. Over two hours were 
spent In warm discussion and 'semi-wrang- 
ling. and though no recorded agreement 
Was reached it Seems certain that the pres- 
emt apportionment sheet wHl go through, 
though there is sure to be a hot fight made 
by the opponents of the estimate. 

Councilman Thomson, leader of the op- 
position, is the member of the finance com- 


mittee who refused to sign the sheet on. 


account of the courthouse purchase. He 
deemed it wise for the members to consult 
together in secret and see if the sheet 
could not be changed, or some agreement 
reached whereby today’s session might be 
harmonious. 

Councilman Thomson therefore notified 
every member of council early yesterday 
morning by telephone to be present, giv- 
ing them explictt instructions to say noth- 
ing to newspaper men of the meeting. The 
finance committee members who had not 
gone fishing bristled up for a stiff fight 
and were on hand promptly at 3 o’clock. 
Mr. Lumpkin was there, too, and was 
heard before the meeting was over. 

The principal fight was directed against 
the courthouse purchase. Mr. Thomson 
exploded something of a bombshell when 
he annotinced that a sinking fund had 
never been provided for the $500,000 water 
bonds issued in 1892, as required by law, 
arguing that instead of setting aside $30,000 
for the courthouse a good sum should be 
put in this sinking fund, and thereby save 
the credit of the city any possible injury. 

Mayor Springs a Surprise. 

Mayor Collier surprised the councilmen 
by stating the Centra) and Southern rail- 
roads had already made a formal proposi- 
tion to the city to pay $40,000 as their share 
of the erection of the Mitchell street via- 
duct. He said the bridge would not cost 
over $75,000 and that the city wouid only 
have to pay $35,000 as its share. 

In response to the mayor's call for spe- 
cific objections to the apportionment sheet, 
Mr. Hammond objected because the sal- 
ary Of the clerk Of the commissioner of 
public works, in case the office is created, 
is not provided for; Mr. Thomson thought 
the reduction in humber of electric lights 
might render the city liable for damages 
to the Georgia Electric Light Company: 
Messrs. Burns and Lumpkin objected be- 
cause there was no appropriation for the 
erection of an engine house in the third 
ward; Mr. Lumpkin objected on the 
grounds the cemetery was given more than 
it deserved when other departments had 
to be cut; Mr. Thomson objected on ac- 
count of the courthouse first payment as 
Stated. 

‘Mr. Dimmock Made Chairman. 

Councilman Thomson called the meeting 
to order. On motion of Alderman Wood- 
ward, the newspaper representatives were 
allowed to remain. Mayor Pro Tem. Dim- 
mock was elected chairman, A}i the mem- 
bers of council in the city were present. 

Mr. Thomson was called on to explain 
the object of the caucus. He said: 

“My object in calling the members to- 
eether was to arrive at some agreeable 
settlement of the apportionment sheet. As 
you know, I objected to the courthouse 
purchase clause, and I understand there 
are other gentlemen who have other ob- 
jJections. I thought we might confer in a 
friendly way and allow every one to ex- 
press his opinion on the subject. I am no 
obstructionist, and would rather agree than 
disagree in most cases, but I think this 
sheet should be looked over before & is 
adopted.”’ 

“Mr. Dimmock was the only member of 
the finance committee absent,’’ said Al- 
derman Turner, securing the floor, ‘‘when 
the sheet was adopted. Mr. Thomson ob- 
jected to the courthouse clause, but the 
sheet was adopted as a whole—’”’ 

“Not as a whole,” broke in’ Mr. Thom- 
eon, “but in sections.’’ 

“Well, in sections first, and then as a 
whole?’ continued Dr. Turner. “Now the 
only objection to the sheet seems to be on 
account of the courthouse purchase, In 
order to settle the question at once, I 
move that this section be adopted.’’ 

“Is the courthouse a regular city de- 
partment?” asked Mr. Lumpkin. 

“T do not know that it is,” replied Dr. 
Turner. aes 

‘There is no need,” said Alderman Wood- 
ward, “of voting on this matter now. This 
action does not mean the purchase of the 
courthouse. Besides, I do not see how we 
can change the sheet except as far ag the 
courthouse and bridge is concerned. The 
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. interpreted it that way. 


w Be $25,000 over expenses 
this year, Is there any chairman mete’ who 
would be willing to suffer a cut in his de- 
partment? I\do not see what can be ac- 
complished here, then, for there are no 
other points to fight over.” 


Lumpkin Makes a Threat. 


Councilman Lumpkin secured the floor. 
This meeting was for the purpose of ar- 

sument, not to commit ourselves, as Dr. 
Turner has inferred. If the finance com- 
mittee wishes to take this means of run- 
ning the matter over us, then I shall with- 
draw from the hall. I object to a commit- 
ment, which would not be legal and just 
in coune!] meeting tomorrow.” 

“My real object in calling this meeting,” 
said Mr, Thomson, “was to save a wran- 
gle in council tomorrow. I object to the 
courthouse deal, first, because it appro- 
priates $30,000 which should be used to pay 
the honest debts of the city. There are 
Nearly $20,000 in debts brought over from 
last year in the various departments which 
must. be paid; but instead, the finance com- 
mittee has sought to take the money for 
the courthouse. 

“Moreover, in 1893, when the $500,000 
water bonds were tssued no sink- 
ing fund was ever put aside, as the consti- 
tution of the state provides. This seems to 
have been completely overlooked by coun- 
cils since then. The water bonds will ma- 
ture some day and we must take steps now 
toward prov.ding a sinking fund for their 
payment. We have no money, therefore, 
to buy the courthouse with. There is not 
one dollar than can be spent for it. Again, 
under this present deal], if I understand the 
law, the councilmen would be jointly and 
severally liable for the transaction, 1 can- 
not see it in any other way.’”’ 


City Attorney Gives His Opinion. 


“The water bonds were issued,’ said 
City Attorney Anderson, “after the con- 
stitution of 1874 had been adopted. The 
constitution does not specifically require 
a. sinking fund, but the supreme court has 
Mr. Thomson is 
right, therefore, when he says a sinking 
fund should be created. I do not think it 
right that th.s council should go back and 
provide for years that have been missed, 
but it should do so from now on, or it 
will not be possibie to refund the bonds 
at maturity. The payment of $5,000 ihe 
first year, with a gradual increase, might 
solve the problem. ‘lhe bonds will mature 
in 1922 and 1923.” 

Counciiman Thomson stated a paymént 
to the sinking fund of $11,000 [OF the first 
year, with an increase of $200 per annum 
and 4 per cent interest, would be vwuflicient 
to pay the entire amount at maturity. 

When asked for his opinion as to Mr. 
Thomson's point on personal liability of 
councilmen, ne stated he d.d not think they 
would be liabie if they kept within the ap- 
propriation. He stated couricil gad the 
right to pass an ordinance purchasing the 
courthouse one-fifth at a time. 

“It is rather strange,” said Alderman 
Mayson, “that the courthouse purchase 
should have discovered this defect in the 
sinking fund and it should be brought up as 
an argument against the deal. I do not re- 
gard the bonds any argument against the 
trade, -The ‘new city hall is a pressing ne- 
cessity. We have been in urgent need of 
new quarters for years, and now the thing 
tor us to decide is whether we need a 
new city hall or not. if so, let’s provide 
for it. If not, let’s wipe it off the appor- 
tionment sheet.’’ 


Thomson Charges Inconsistency. 


“I do not understand the consistency of 
the finance committee,” said Mr. Thom- 
son, “in appropriating $30,000 for a new 
city hall and not providing for the pay- 
ment of these old debts.” 

This brought Mayor Collier, who had been 
silent, to his feet. 

“The courthouse purchase,” said he, “was 
fully argued by the best lawyers in Atlanta 
before it was agreed on. It is v¢ry plain that 
the sinking fund question has/ been brought 
forward to attempt to defeat the court- 
house trade. There can no irouble, 
though, along this line. Judge Anderson's 
suggestion of appropriating (65,000 the first 
year and so on will solv¢g the difficulty. 
The sinking fund ought provided for, 
and I do not see why it cannot be.” 

“Where would the $5,000 come from this 
year?” asked Councilman Hammond. 


Sheet Is Merely an Estimate. 


“It would come from somewhere,” re- 
plied the mayor. ‘“‘Now, a definite appor- 
tionment cannot be made until the asses- 
sors complete their assessments in June. 
This sheet is merely an estimate and coun- 
cil will have the right to change it any 
time before June. Ninety-five per cent of 
the money appropriated is as much in the 
nature of a fixed charge as the interest on 
the city bonds. I mean by that that the 
figures have been reckoned on the actual 
running expenses of every depa.tment. 
There will be a margin of only about $30,009 
over ar” above expenses, 


Mayor Roasts the Departments. 

“As for the old debts brought over from 
last year. which Mr. Thomson has 
mentioned, I will state that the machin- 
erv account of the water board from 1895 
is in dispute and it has never beer de- 
cided whether it should be paid at all. 
The other bill from the water board was 
not presented last year, and, therefore, not 
paid. 

“Tt is true we have not been able to give 
the departments what they have asked for. 
The heads of departments always ask too 
much, and even more than they know they 
will get. There were unusual expenses In 
the water department last year, which 
will not occur this year. Our estimate 
for this department this year is ample. 
Another dollar would be extravagance. 
They are given fully as much as they 
need. 

‘‘As for the $20,000 for the Mitcheel street 
viaduct, we have assurance from the rail- 
roads that they would pay $40.000 toward 
the erection of the bridge this year. The 
city’s share, therefore, will be about $35, - 
000, and the roads will not push us for 
the payment.’ As the bridge is a badly 
needed improvement we thought it nothing 
but right to make this appropriation.” 


‘Thomson Threatens To Leave. 


Chairman Dimmock was about to put 
the question on the motion when Mr. 
Thomson secured the floor. 

“I am opposed to this motion,” said he, 
“and if there is a disposition to pass it 
I shall retire from the meeting. I 
think this sheet should be taken up item 
by item, and if there is any objection let 
the members act thereon to the best of 
their judgment.” 

Mr. Woodward seemed in a hurry to 
get through, and moved to adopt the 
finance committee’s report as a whole. 
Mr. McCullough seconded. Then Mr. 
Lumpkin got mad. 

“T am not fortunate enough to be a mem-

MILITARY CEREMONY GIVEN 


Funeral of the Late Private Nobles 
Took Place Yesterday. 


IT WAS A SAD OCCASION AT POST 


Body 'Was Buried in the National Cem- | 


etery at Marietta—Company F 
' . Mourns His Death. 


The funéral of Private Nobles, of com- 
pany F, etationed at Fort McPherson, took 
place yesterday morning in the national 
cemetery at Marietta. 

The entire ceremony was a very impres- 
sive one and the death of their comradé is 
deeply mourned by the garrison. The sér- 
vices were conducted by the chaplain of 
the post and the regular military burial 
was given. 

Early yesterday morning a bugler blew 
the assembly and the regiment in com- 
panies gathered in front of their quarters 
to pay their last tribute to Nobles, who 
had been so suddenly shot down. 

The body was brought out by six soldiers 
in uniform. The coffin was draped in a

His Funeral Was Conducted Yesterday 
Morning in Marietta with Military 
Honors. 


United States flag. The band bagan a low, 
sweet dirge and the solemn march to the 
railway depot began. The entire regiment 
with the officers formed an impressive pro- 
cession. The train arrived and the small 
escort of twelve men, in command of a 
corporal, put the body on board. 

At Marietta they proceeded to the ceme- 
tery and the interment took place after a 
short sé@rvice by the chaplain. A salute 
was fired over the grave and the bugler 
pounded ‘“‘taps’’ for “lights out’’ and the 
little party returned to the city at 12 
o’clock. 

There was little merriment in the ranks 
of company F during the day and they did 
not feel as on other days. 

Nobles was a very popular man among 
the entire garrison and one of the most 
orderly and quiet men at the post. He is 
highly spoken of by all the members of his 
company and their feelings toward him 
were the kindest possible. No clew has 
yet been found as to who did the killing 
and the profound mystery of it has caused 
mueh comment. 

The soldiers are anxious that the state 
offer a reward for the assassin. A reward 
will probably be offered by the company 
and it is hoped that when Governor Atkin- 
son returns he will add to the sum of the 
first reward for the murderer. 

This is the first death that has occurred 
at the post this year and the thirteenth 
since the Fifth regiment was stationed at 
Fort McPherson. It was noticed as a pe- 
culiar coincident at the post yesterday that 
the first death in the regiment since ite re- 
moval to this place was just two years 
to a day before Noble’s death. Three of 
those who have died have been officers. 
Three of them were killed, two by the 
railroad accident and the other by a pistol 
shot. The others have succumped to dis- 
ease. 


MR. EDWARD WHITE’S FUNERAL. 


Services at Second Baptist Church This 
Morning. 

The funeral of Mr. Kdward White, Sr., 
will take place this morning at 11 o’clock 
from the Second 3aptist church. His 
death occurred yesterday morning at the 
residence of Mr. Edward White, Jr. 

Mr. White was born at Haverhill, Mass., 
March 25, 1811, but was a resident of Geor- 
gia for over sixty years. Thirty-six years 
of his life were spent in Atlanta. 

During the period between 1830 and 1850 
Mr. White was a prominent factor in the 
bus'ness world. Forced to come south from 
New York city, where he had a large busi- 
ness, in search of health, he soon recovered 
the vigor that he feared had left him and 
devoted himself to active business and to 
the development of the country. His early 
business career included the establishment 
of a brandh of his northern house at 
Charleston, 8S. C. He made two trading 
visits to Cwban markets, a trip up the 
Mississippi river and a horse and buggy 
trip across the tier of gulf states. One of 
his greatest investments in Georgia was 
the purchase of one mile square at the 
crossing of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road and the old HUlawassee railroad. Here 
he laid out a town, giving it the name of 
Dalton from his wife’s family. The wisdom 
of his selection is shown today by the 
thriving north Georgia city of Dalton. 

Mr. White was the first president and 
promoter of the Selma, Rome and Dalton 
railroad, reaching out from his town to 
the coal and iron flelds in Alabama. 

Mr. White moved to Atlanta in 1862. He 
had not been in active Dusiness here for 
many years and lived in retirement along 
the quieter paths of life. He was a dili- 
gent and active Christian, unobtrusive and 
gentle. During sixty-two years of h‘s long 
life he was a deacon of the Baptist church, 
being for many years the senior deacon at 
the Second Baptist church, where his mem- 
bership was placed upon his removal to 
Atlanta. 

He leaves a wife and four grown children. 
all of whom reside in the city. They are 
Mr. Edward White, Jr., and Mr. Leonard 
White, of The Constitution: Mrs. William 
Akers and Mrs. J. R. King. 

He will be buried in Oakland cemetery. 
The pallbearers are: Messrs. A. D. Adair, 
Green B. Adair, John T. Pendleton, Henry 
Hillyer, A. C. Briscoe, George Hillyer, E. 
H. Thornton and Dr. B. lL. Connally. The 
funeral services will be conducted by Dr. 
Henry McDonald.

The Atlanta Idea. 

It is believed among the manufacturers 
and business men of this city that tle solu- 
tion of the question of promoting the man- 
ufacturing interests of the state lies in ex- 
emption from municipal taxation for a stat- 
ed period. At present this Is prohibited 
by the constitution of Georgia and every 
effort to have the section repealed fas 
been futile. | 

An effort will be made to *ave «he con- 
vention adopt resolutions bearing on this 
subject, and from the tenor of letters re- 
ceived by those at the head of the move- 
ment, it is not improbable that the effort 
will be successful. At present North and 
South Carolina, Kentucky, Alabama, Mis- 
sissir>ni and Louisiana have legalized ex- 
emption from municipal taxation, and as 
a result factories which, it is claimed, 
should come to Georgia are going to them, 

Georgia once led the soythern stutes in 
the value of manufactured output. In 
1880 this state was placed second on the 
list. The census of 1890 gave Georgia fifth 
place, and the ratio of increase in manu- 
factured goods since 188 is said to be less 
in Georgia than in any other southern 
state. 

These questions will be considered at the 
convention and valuable suggestions will 
doubtiess be made in regard to the solu- 
tion of the problem. The railroads have 
offered special rates, and this inducement, 
it is thought, will cause others than del- 
egates to come to the city. 

Will Attend Dinner. 

Invitations have been extended to dele- 
gates by President Neal to attend the bi- 
monthly dinner of the chamber of com- 
merce, which will be held at the Kimball 
house at 7 p. m. on the day of the conven- 
tion.

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THEY DID NOT BANQUET HIM. 


Feast for Bishop Turner Is Indefinite 
ly Postponed. 


The banquet which the friends of Bishop 
H. M. Turner intended tendering him has 
been indefinitely postponed on account of 
the death of Bishop Turnes’s wife. 

Bishop Turner said yesterday: 

“I was arranging to leave for South 
Africa on the 26th of this month, when the 
geath of my wife occurred. This has de- 
ferred my departure for a few weeks. 

“No colonization scheme is in contempla- 
ticn. My mission to Capetown, Johannes- 
burg, Pretoria, ete., is simply to presids 
over Our South African annual conference 
and ordain to the ministry some fifteen or 
twenty preachers. While I believe in a 
reasonable colonization to Liberia and 
know that the negro must have a respecta- 
ble nation before the world will accord to 
him meritorious recognition, he cannot find 
the territory or domain in south Africa 
now, for it has all been taken up by the 
white man, at least he lays claim to It. 

“And I would greatly prefer to see the 
mass of my people remain here where they 
are known, than go to south Africa to be 
subordinate to white rule and domination 
among a people to whom they are not 
known. 

“My colonization scheme, #«e far as it re- 
lates to the American negro, is limited to 
Liberia, or to some unclaimed African ter- 
ritory, not claimed by the white man; for 
we are not able to compete with him, un- 
less the United States should do as it 
ought—protect and sustain us.’”’ 


Jules Verne at Home. 


From The London Telegrapnh. 

M. Jules Verne, the popular novelist, the 
magician-like evoker of strange scenes 
by sea, sky and land, has been seen in his 
retreat at Amiens, where he has lived 
for years, disdaining the bustle and tur- 
moil of Paris. The author of “Michael 
Strogoff’’ lives in a fine house in the Rue 
Charlies Dubois and is highly respected in 
Amiens. The author of so many tliriiling 
narratives will soon be seventy, but is 
full of health and spirits, living chiefly 
on eggs and herbs. He is a municipa! 
councillor and he and his wife occupy 
themselves a good deal with works of char- 
ity, amusing their leisure to the theater. 
They have not the least desire to revisit 
Paris and prefer the more salubr.ous air 
of Amiens. The noveli#t does not resemble 
any of his heroes and ioow«s like a govern- 
ment financial official of rank. After lunch- 
eon the novelist related how, when a stu- 
dent in Brittany, he wrote half a dozen 
tragedies and then started for Paris, where 
he was befriended by the eider Dumas. 
He wrote a play with Dumas, Fils, com- 
posed “Un Drame dans le Airs’ (A Drama 
in the Air), which was remarked, but 
uret into fame with his “Cinq Semaines 
en Balioon’’ (Five Weeks in a Balloon). 
He was intoxicated by success and wanted 
to bloom forth as a new Balzac, 
eider Hetzei, his publisher, advised 
paternally to work the mysterious and ad- 
venturous vein. Then followed the volumes 
which have obtained a world-wide reputa- 
tion for their author. The last is the sey- 
enty-sixth in number and is entitied “Le 
Sphinx des Glaces’’ (The Sphinx of the 
North). Jules Verne’s habits are most reg- 
ular. He rises at dawn and writes until 
ll o'clock. After luncheon he goes to a 
reading room and peruses ail the news- 
papers, except on the days when he has 
to attend the municipal council In the 
evening he rests like a real provinc.al or 
gees to the theater. He wurks cvrefully 
and fastidiously. An advertisement of 
Cook's agency suggested the ‘Tour 
Monde en Quartre-vingt Jours’ (Around 
the World in Eighty Days), just as inci- 
Gents related in the papers also give him 
ideas, pilots and incidents. His hardes: 
work is in reading up about the countries 
he describes. It was George Band wo in- 
duced him to write “Vingt Mille Licues 
sous les Mers’ (Twenty Thousand Leagues 


de 


Under the Sea). and expressed herself as 
fascinated and enthralied by his ngrratives. 
Many of his books have been iransiated 
into Arab'c and Japaneze, and he shows his 
transiations with some pride. Strangely 
enough, the author has traveled little. He 
once had a yacht and sailed the channe! 
of the Mediterranean. but never saw. as 
he said, the cannibals nor the Chinese, 
nor has he mede the tour of the globe. 
He neither hunts, shoots nor fishes. aj- 
though he once tried to bring down a few 
birds, but having iodged some duckshot 
in a gendarme’s cocked hat, he pecame 
disgusted with the sport. In conclusion, it 
may be added that Jules Verne hopes to 
write many a2 thrilling volume before his 
time comes to enter the land of real and 
awful mystery.

“Tl am from Birmingham, Ala,” the 
man continued, “and I have been robbed 
in this city. I am the cashier of the First 
National bank of Birmingham, and I have 
money to burn when I am at home. But 
highway robbers in Atlanta have taken 
every cent I had and J am here to ask 
some good Mason to help me get back 
home again.” 

To a reporter the stranger told the fol- 
lowing story of the robbery: 

“My neme is Kilpatrick and I came to 
Atlanta fram a visit to Brunswick, where 
I had been to-“look into the express rob- 
bery. I landed here with $150 In cash and a 
fine diamond ring on my little finger. Last 
night I was robbed somewhere on the 
streets of the ring and the money. Tonight 
I am dead broke and 300 miles from home 
and if some good Mason don’t help me 
am a goner sure.” 

The cashier of the First National bank 
of Birmingham was told that he was talk- 
ing to a Constitution reporter and he said 
quickly: 

“My right name is Tom Pinkerton. I am 
a grandson of the famous Alien Pinkerton 
and a son of Bob Pinkerton, | suppose you 
have heard of the famous detectives? Well, 
I am right in the family line, but I didn't 
take to detective work and so 1 went into 
the banking business. 
that my name was Kilpatrick, but that was 
all a bluff. I want you to get all this down 
right if you will publish it..My money 
and diamond are gone and I must get 
help from somewhere.” 

Kilpatrick or Pinkerton, whoever he is, 
gave the names of several prominent per- 
sons in Birmingham, showing that he is 
acquainted there. 

The police were not satisfied about the 
robbery and told him to call again this 
morning and report the matter to the de- 
tectives.
